The Bevins-Everback Auto Co.,, of 
this city, offered a standard motor 
truck equipped with 
chemical 
ap­ 
paratus for $2,39 0. 
The same truck 
with nickle railing was quoted at $2,- 
440 and with iron railing at $2,340. 
The truck without the chemical was 
offered at $2,123. 
The Buhner Garage submitted a 
bid 
for 
a 
Smith-Form-a-Truck, 
built on a Ford chassis equipped a s 
required by the city for $1,200 for 
type No. 1 and $1,330 for type No. I. 
Descriptions of both were filed with 
the bids.
